And we 
have no alternative but to keep on ex- 
panding as long as more people want 
telephones. 


We earned less than two cents on 


each dollar invested in Arkansas last 
year —and that figure is still going 
down as we spend more dollars for 
new plant as the number of new 
customers goes up.

portant that rates be Increased before 
we can turn on the green light and go 
ahead with the $38 million Greater 
Arkansas Telephone Program.
